No Blame Attached To Any Mem—l
ber of the Inter-Island
Steamer’s Crew

FEDERAL INSPECTORS
REPORT FINDINGS

Testimony of Two Victims of
Fire Needed To Fully
Clear Up Mystery

Complete oxoneration of all licensed
officers of the burned steamer Hama-
Kun is contained in the decigion of the
United States inspectorn of hulls and
pollers, mnrde publie vesterdny morn.
ing. Captain Joseph J. Meany  and
Thomas J. Heeney, the loeal inspeetots
made a thorough and ‘painstaking in--
quiry into the disaster and deplore,. in
their declsion, the death of two men.

The inspectors find that the vessal
wis destroyed by fire through no fault
of the licensed offirers, the time from
the dimcovery of the fird wntil they
were compelled to nhandon whip being
100 short to permit the officers nnd erew
to do anything,

They found, nlso, thut the vessel wan
ledrrying a highly inflammable eargo and
that the firve may hove been caused by
the overheating of lime in barrels stow-
o againet the fireroom bulkhead, of
there may hdve been some freight uhip‘
ment whleh may not have been prop-

wonlfested, such as combustibles.
enrgo, they found, eonsinted of
y Mime, nitrates, salt petre and mis
The two most mate-
rinl witneases were those lost in the
disaster. Chief Officer George Nystrom
and Boatswain John Kailni were not
only the twe men who had supervision
of stowing the eargo, but were also in
c¢harge of the deck at the dideove
af the fire and in both eases their temti-
mony the inspectors believe, would have
thrown considerable light on the eause
pf the fire,

According to the testimony before
the inspedtors, the fire wan discovered
at twenty-five minutes past four o’clock
in the nmorning of May 81 by the erew
in the fbreeastle. The fire originated
from some unknown cause, the smoke
wnlﬂnu up the erew and drivihg them
out“on deek wherd they raported to
Chief Officer Nystrom, who whs in
oharge of the bridge, He notifled Cap-
tain Carl Wichert and then went for-
ward, He was seen taking off the for-
ward hateh but the moment he did so
o mass of fames sghot up out of the
hold andl he was never seen ngain, The
extet manner of hig death did not ap-
pear from the evidence,

Within ten minutes the abandonment
of the ahlp was made mundatory by the
explosian of the gasoline drumas on
deck. Boatswain Kailai got into one
of the bomts with the others, but this
oné turned turtle alodggide the Hn.
makus. Kailai could mot swim, it was
stuted, and although ome of the sea
men was holding him up as the other
shore boat put batk to restue them, he
vould not muintain Kis hold. When they
went to search for him again be wans
yone, having apparently sunk in the
few minutes' interval.
